To tho "scientists" and to tho Runorinton- 


doudcntjj of the ilro brigaden nil ovor Kuropo 
inuaL uo left, after narrow oxaminatlon, tho 
decision as to how much thero is that is 
feasible iu tho 
roniarkablo 
firo-dofying 


apparatus' invented by Mr. John William 
Ostborg ov' Stockholm, tho capabilities of 
which nro just now in course of exhibition 
by n hardy Swedoj Captain Ahlfitrom by 
name, at the Alexandria palace. That which 
is behold by tho public at Muswoll hill is 
briefly as follows: Toward dusk thero is 
orectod in tho grounds of tho palace n quad- 
rangular Htructuro with four lateral openings, 


supposed to bo a house on tho point of 
catching firo. 
1'ho odilico is roofod without 


nud filled within with highly combustible 
materials; and, thoso having been plentifully 
sprinkled with petroleum, the whole is set 
alight. 


Meanwhile Captain AhlHtrom has been 


donning a dross somewhat resembling that 
of nn oconn divor, the back of which is pro- 
vided with n tail of hose, or tubing, immeas- 
urably longer than that worn by Pirn in the 
burlesque of "Alidns." Tho simulated houeu 
being iu full blaze, i Captain Ahlstrom pro- 
ceeds ia a leisurely way to enter tho blazing 
structure, not pn&iing rapidly through tho 
flames as the "Firo Kiugs," nlrendy soon, 
hnvo usually tlono, hut flxnmining.ns it woro, 
tho contents iu n thoughtful nud delibernto 
manner, now folding his nrinn, nnd, with a 
cignr in his mouth, looking around him ns 
though ho rather enjoyed than othorwiao 
tho closest of contact with n terrestrial To- 
phet; now stooping down to pick up objects 
supposed to represent keys, cash boxes or 
other valuable articles which might bo im- 
perilled in n burning house ; now rescuing 
n "dummy" figure from impending inciner- 
ation, wrapping the effigy iu a mantle and 
bringing it safely into the open air.

AGRICULTURAL. 


EFKJcorrf OF DAKKNKSS ON FKUIT.—Tho iu- 


ttuoiicoof clarknoaa on tho coloru of fruits 
and flowerd ia BomotiiiiOB rouinrkablo, nud 
different from supposed results. It wiis ob- 
Boryed many yuan* ago that SOHIO apples 
grown in iiortheru Ohio wore colored with 
a higher red than tho satrH' sorts grown in 
the southern purls of tho state, under long- 
er summers and a more nearly perpendicu- 
lar gun. Tho effect of darkness oa the 
coloring of summer pears has been observed 
by fruit growers—specimens which ore 
nearly ripened on the sunny aide of tho 
tree assuming a much more brilliant rod if 
placed in a dark drawer a week or ton days 
before softening, than if left, exposed to 
light. Some curious facts have lately boon 
brought out by Professor Saelia, of Wurz- 
burg, relative to a similar influence on 
flowers. Bulbs grown and bearing flowers 
|n a dark room presented their natural hues ; 
uaBturtium had more yellow flowers in tho 
dark; wall flowers bad brighter blossoms; 
other plants had polor flowers ; tho effects 
were diverse with different plants. Such 
experiments would bo interesting to repeat. 


110ADSIDE WEEDS. 


Farming is only gardening on n inoro ex- 


tended sortie, and tho siuno principles, as 
regards tho care mid culture of plants, are 
applicable to bolli. Moro than this, neat- 
ness in appearance, which is generally con- 
sidered indispeiiKablo in gardening, should 
ba extended to tho funu as far as practica- 
ble. The good gardener knows Iho im- 
portance of keeping walks and roads free 
from weeds and rubhiah, and ho usually be- 
gins his labors by strict attention to these 
necessary but unprofitable adjuncts of a Hue 
garden or oruamontfll grounds. It is an old 
saying that a bad hat will overshadow au 
otherwise flus suit nf clothes, and tho same 
is trno in regard to garden walks and roftdH, 
for they are the first things seen on entering 
and tho last in going out, and tho general 
impression loft upon tho mind depends 
much upon their appearance. Tho same is 
true to a great extent with the public roads 
running through or alongside ft farm ; and 
the traveller in passing, cannot help form- 
ing au opinion of the owners from tho con- 
dition in which tho thoroughfares are kept. 
In spring and fall ho is likely to pay

bed ; but in summer the presence or absence 
of weeds and brash ciicnot fail to attract his 
notice. Neat and tidy farmers—and perhaps 
we should make tho term a little stronger 
by saying all good farmers—pay as much at- 
tention to the roadside weeds as thoy do to 
those corning in .their Holds. 


Permitting noxious weeds to ripen their 


seeds in tho publio highways is for top gen- 
erally practiced, and is a publio nuisance 
which should bo abated speedily. Tho seeds 
of those "public weeds" are often caught up 
by passing vehicles, and distributed ovor thu 
country. This is well known to every form- 
er, and still thousands of patches of tho 
vilest of weeds, such as Canada thistles, 
clot-bur, and toad.Uax are allowed to grow 
undisturbed by the roadside year after yenr, 
adjacont to land owned by men of whom 
batter things arc naturally to bo expected. 
It is worth in appearance all its cost to mow 
tho roadsides and keep them clear of weeds; 
but in addition tho dissemination of noxiou!
